The woman graduate may seem 
to be an enviable person in our 
society. She is probably as eye- 
catching as most women. She has 
moved among intelligent people. 
She has probably, on the average, 
graduated with a higher academic 
record than has her male colleague. 

It is, however, unlikely that she 
will have more freedom, more equal- 
ity, more identity, more influence 
on society, than the non-college- 
educated woman. Indeed, as case 
histories by Betty Friedan and 
others have shown, her higher edu- 
tion is more likely to make her 
feel bitterly frustrated, as she be- 
comes aware of the gap between 
her intellectual ability and her actual 
role at work or in the home. For 
she, more than the woman of lesser 
intelligence or education, may real- 
ize, at a more conscious level, 
that she is, day by day, becoming 
invisible. 

What are the causes of her grow- 
ing invisibility as an individual and 
as an intellectual and political pre- 
sence? Three intertwined causes 
may be given: male attitudes; sec- 
ond, female tolerance and even en- 
couragement of these attitudes; 
third, social and legal institutions 








which reflect the first two causes. 


Men, when they find it impossible 
to maintain their habitual ignoring 
of a woman’s intelligence, most 
often adopt one of two attitudes: 
resentment or patronization. That is, 
they (and indeed other women) are, 
at worst, ‘intolerant’, ‘resentful’, ra- 
tionalizing their own inadequacies 
by describing the intelligent woman 
as, ‘aggressive’, ‘terrifying’, or 
‘noisy’. 

At a higher level, many men who 
insist that they regard women as 
intellectual equals, betray their ba- 
sic unease by being ‘delighted’ or 
‘impressed’—when the word they 
really want to use is “‘surprised’’— 
at some female demonstration of 
intelligence. 


Rather than striving to change 
these attitudes, or to maintain her 
views and goals and self-direction, 
the intelligent woman most often 
defines herself by these very atti- 
tudes, in that she feels it is not 
“feminine” to present a strong in- 
tellectual position, to argue, to head 
an organization, to make decisions, 
or to run for office. Thus, although 
she may involve herself, for exam- 
ple in politics, she will not run 
for office, get on political executive 
or policy committees; instead, she 
will make sandwiches, type, distri- 
bute literature, or stuff envelopes. 

Or else she may use her feminin- 
ity as an excuse for intellectual lazi- 
ness, for political or executive iner- 
tia, for indifference towards chang- 
ing the ‘status quo’; because it is 
undoubtedly easier to plead female 
inferiority than to do either the kind 
of reading, research, tough thinking 
and evaluating necessary to con- 
tribute one’s share to intellectual 
discussions and decision-making, or 
to make the sacrifices necessary if 
one takes on a major appointment 
or works for some cause beyond 
that of self-interest. 

Finally, she often chooses a job 
which does not challenge her capa- 
cities. She prefers to regard it as 
a stop-gap or supplement, rather 
than a career or as a vehicle for 
self-discovery and achievement. 


The male and female put-down 
of woman's intelligence, and tacit 
agreement to separate femininity 
and intelligence, is enshrined in 
society’s institutions of work, law, 
government, church, marriage and 
family. 

The female graduate who turns 
to the Help-Wanted columns will 
immediately notice that they are 
divided into Help Wanted Male 
and Help Wanted Female. One can- 
not legally refuse a job to a Negro 
on the basis of his race but one 
can legally refuse a job to a woman 
on the basis of her sex. The jobs 
listed for females are generally 


ones which hire women as sex ob- 
jects or as cheap labour. 

Once in a job, whether office or 
professional, further discriminations 
will affect her. She will likely be 
passed over for executive and man- 
agement appointments. She will 
likely receive less pay than men 
doing the same work. She will pay 
almost the same amount as men in 
group life-insurance premiums, but 
will get about one third of the finan- 
cial compensation (thus, in effect, 
subsidizing the men). 

She will, through her own fault 
and that of men, remain virtually 
unrepresented in government. Con- 
sequently, she will continue to lack 
adequate child care systems, rebate 
for child care expenses, and op- 
portunities for continuing education. 
It is significant that while the per- 
centage of women with university 
degrees has increased, the per- 
centage of women in professional 
and managerial positions, along 
with the economic status of working 
women as a whole, has declined 
over the last two decades. 

A woman’s invisibility before the 
law, in government, and in her 
church results in a society where 
aging men continue to legislate 
concerning what she can or cannot 
do with her body; a society which 
tells a woman that the greatest ful- 
fillment of femininity and creativity 
is bearing children, but which al- 
lows each child to become an addi- 
tional financial burden; a society 
which countenances health insur- 
ance schemes whose benefits are 
denied to the pregnant woman who 
is unmarried (the woman who most 
needs free hospital care); whose 
benefits to the pregnant woman who 
is married are marginal (about 30% 
of her normal medical bills, and 
even less of the far more expensive 
bills should there be ‘complica- 
tions arising from pregnancy’); a 
society where, apart from advanced 
European countries, maternity leave 
and compensation is non-existent 
or insultingly inadequate (I am told 
it is three weeks at Loyola). 

Even if the above instances of 
institutionalized invisibility were 
changed, there are two other social 
institutions, the social mores of 
which confer not recognition, but 
non-identity upon even the intelli- 
gent woman. That is, marriage (by 
which she becomes Dick’s wife) and 
the family (by which she becomes 
Stevie’s mother). The social sci- 
ences and modern literature have 
shown that marriage and the family 
are at present preservers of male 
dominance, of the woman as object 
or ornament, of the lust to acquire 
property, of the repression of wom- 
an, of child, and of man himself. 
Freud surely showed this long ago, 
although he tended to approve of 
these results. These two institutions 
most frequently are, in the social 


mores which they perpetuate, either 
‘surviving relics of dead ways of 
life’’ (Simone de Beauvoir), or are, 
in the behavioural patterns which 
they enforce, positive destroyers of 
the sacramental and outgoing com- 
mittment of love, and of the holy 
relationship between an adult and 
a child. 

While many women automatically 
seek marriage and the traditional 
patterns of family living because 
they haven’t much else to do, or 
because they find it easier to live 
through and be kept by others, the 
intelligent woman sometimes 
chooses them after much thought, 
and with much expectation. Her dis- 
appointment, or her attempts to 
develop new marital and family pat- 
terns, may cause her frustration or 
guilt. 

Hence, marriage and family are 
starting to undergo a reappraisal 
by more women, as they examine 
their role, and by more children 
and men, as they, too, realize that 
these institutions, in their present 
forms, exact from them as well an 
unnecessary price. 


Along with this is the question 
of whether, in the process of reap- 
praisal, the profounder sexual and 
psychic roles of women—and hence 
of men—may not also change. This 
aspect, once introduced, is a can 
of worms in itself. 

| have no certain answer. Who 
has? No one knows what sort of 
universally necessary balancing act 
is performed by the male and fe- 
male psyches; no one knows 
whether, when we reach the end 
of romantic cultural tradition by 
which women became the embodie- 
ment of the ultimate (male) imagin- 
ative vision, both angelic (the fair) 
and demonic (the dark)—and thus 
remained invisible as real people; 
a cultural tradition obsecenely paro- 
died by today’s cult of the woman 
as object in Piayboy, in queen con- 
tests, in advertising—there will have 
to be some kind of psychic realign- 
ment or redevelopment. It is a fas- 
cinating subject for speculation, al- 
though it seems to worry men 
more than it does women. 

| cannot believe that, whatever 
lies ahead, intelligent women should 
be obliged to perpetuate the state 
of invisibility for themselves. 

| have not seen any evidence 
that exercising one’s intelligence in 
an academic or socially ettective 
way does any violence to those 
qualities traditionally associated 
with the deeper female psyche — 
that is, feeling and intuition, which 
are, of course, as valid forms of 
intelligence as are the ability to 
reason and to organize. In the 
memorable women of literature, 
developed minds, affective capa- 
city, and self-direction are insepar- 
able elements of their femininity.

Under the coacing expertise of 
George Dixon assisted by Tony 
Pajaczkowski, Judd Porter and Peter 
Réegimbald, the Warriors have been 
pushed very hard specially during 
the two weeks preceding their con- 
trolled scrimmage against St. Law- 
rence University of New York. 

“If games are won and lost in 
the line like so many experts claim’”’, 
says Pajaczkowski,”’ we will win 
our share’. This statement is Cer- 
tainly supported by the Warrior line 
which averages in at 215 Ibs. An- 
chor men for the defensive line are 
bulky Bob Meale weighing in at 
320 Ibs. and 260-pounder Greg lo- 
dice both defensive tackles on the 
Warrior line.

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In late May this year a nine-man 
selection committee sat down, as 
they have annually for the past three 
years, to the arduous task of choos- 
ing from a list of 29 nominees, this 
year’s sports figures to be added 
to the Loyola Sports Hall of Fame. 

From the 29 nominations, four 
storied names from the athletic his- 
tory of Loyola of Montreal have now 
been added to the West-end col- 
lege’s Sports Hall of Fame. It is 
on Saturday, October 18, at an 
11:30 a.m. reception and luncheon 
that these four sports figures will 
be honored during Homecoming 
Weekend activities here at Loyola. 

Two of the four were named for 
outstanding contributions to Loyola 
in the coaching category: the late 
Harry Hyland (see Obituary this 
issue, Ed.) already a member of 
the Hockey Hall of Fame, and 
William ‘Bil?’ Orban. The two 
others, Dr. John F. McMullan and 
Herbert T. English, both came from 
the Class of 1953, but the selection 
committee found their feats so inter- 
woven that one could not be named 
without the other. 

This most recent nomination, in- 
creases to 18 the membership in the 
Loyola Hall of Fame. 

The fourteen whose portraits al- 
ready hang in the Athletic Complex 
include the late Senator Charles 
“Chubby” Power, former Mexican 
Ambassador Pedro Suinaga, Paul 
Haynes, Charles “‘Dinny” Dinsmore, 
the late Frank Shaughnessy, Sr., 
Frank Shaughnessy Jr., Robert Be- 
dard, Dr. Robert Broderick, Bernie 
McCallum, the late Jake Warren 
(killed in action with the RCAF in 
1943), Norman A. Smith, Ed 
Meagher, Connie Broden and Joe 
Poirier (still active with the Ottawa 
Rough Riders). The new portraits 
will be unveiled as part of the 1969 
Loyola Alumni Homecoming events, 
scheduled for Saturday, October 
18. 


Harry Hyland has been specific- 
ally credited with the birth of the 
College’s long hoc key tradition. 
From 1912 to 1916, he coached 
five Loyola hockey teams, two of 
which won the junior championship 
of Canada. Born in Canada in 1889, 
his assuming of coaching status as 
a national headliner (playing on a 
Stanley Cup hockey team, the Wan- 
derers of 1910, and with a Minto 
Cup lacrosse team, the Shamrocks, 
the same year) gave sport a new 
dimension in the young college, 
then located on Drummond Street. 
Hyland’s continuing attendance at 
college hockey and other sporting 
events during the intervening de- 
cades is judged to have provided 
‘stimulus of profound value’. 


Bill Orban, currently the director 
of the School of Physical Education 
and Recreation, University of Ot- 
tawa, and recognized as one of the 
world’s leading experts on physical 
fitness (his RCAF 5BX plan is still 
regarded as a classic), held the 
same post at Loyola from 1949 to 
1953 that he now holds in Ottawa. 
During that period, Regina- born 
Orban also coached championship 
high school and varsity teams in 
both hockey and football while serv- 
ing as a professor in algebra in 
high school. Bill Orban published 
in a 1967 issue of the Loyola 
‘Alumnus’ his ‘Criteria for Physical 
Fitness’? which was rated a guide- 
line for generations of college ath- 
letes to come. 





Dr. “Jack” McMullan has to be con- 
sidered in any debate, the greatest, 
all-round athlete Loyola ever pro- 
duced. His final two years here saw 
him captain of both the varsity foot- 
ball and hockey teams—he was the 
football team’s regular quarterback 
for three years. Prior to that, he 
had a championship-studded career 
ranging all the way down to Ban- 
tam and at one time rejected a 
spring training tryout offer from 
baseball's Cleveland Indians. After 
being awarded the Sportmanship 
Trophy for 1953 at Loyola, he mov- 
ed on to McGill where he starred 
as football quarterback and as cap- 
tain of the hockey Redmen. Today 
Dr. Jack McMullan is a practising 
dentist. 





Herb English starred in football and 
hockey for Bantam, Junior, and 
Senior teams, helping win football 
titles in the three divisions and a 
senior hockey crown. Captain of 
several teams, he was named all- 
star at the senior level in both foot- 
ball and hockey. Moving on to 
McGill, he became captain of the 
hockey team and co-captain of the 
football team. The year 1954 saw 
him voted the most valuable foot- 
baller and 1954-55 winner of Mc- 
Gill's most outstanding athlete tro- 
phy. From 1949 to 1952 he played 
with the Montreal Junior ‘Canadiens’ 
during which period (1949-50) they 
won the Memorial Cup. 

The selection committee which 
sat down to choose these four from 
among the twenty-nine nominees 
consist of The Montreal Star’s Har- 
old Atkins and Elmer Ferguson, 
The Gazette’s Ed McAuley and Pat 
Curran, La Presse’s Marcel Des- 
jardins, Dick Irvin of CFCF-TV, Bob 
McDevitt of CBM, publisher of Hoc- 
key News and Football News Ken 
McKenzie, and Andy O’Brien, ‘31, 
of Weekend Magazine, as Chair- 
man.

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Loyola Trustees Re-Organized 


Announcement of a re-organized 
and expanded Board of Trustees at 
Loyola has been made by newly 
elected Chairman of the Board, Fa- 
ther Gerald MacGuigan, S.J. 

The culmination of intensive work 
and meetings over fourteen months, 
the announcement came after three 
days of sessions earlier this month 
conducted by the Jesuit Fathers at 
a conference centre near Montreal. 

In recent years, Loyola has seen 
the establishment of a Senate and 
Board of Governors as well as si- 
gnificant changes in College opera- 
tions to permit broader participa- 
tion in the policy and decision- 
making processes. Changes, how- 
ever, permitting formal delegation 
of authority to appropriate areas 
have required exhaustive examina- 
tions of the basic juridical concepts 
from which the College’s operations 
and aims have been articulated over 
her 73 year old existence. 

The previously announced ap- 
pousseiany of Father C.C. Ryan as 

ector of the Loyola Jesuit Com- 
munity was a preliminary step in 
the separation of authority and du- 
ties in the operations of the Col- 
lege and the Jesuit House at Loyola. 
Under the new organization, Father 
P. G. Malone continues as President 
of the College and a member of the 
Board of Trustees. 

In addition to the election of 
Father MacGuigan as Chairman and 
expansion of its numbers from seven 
to fifteen, the Board of Trustees 
has charted a program for the future 
aimed at evaluating the structure 
and operations of the College. The 
first steps in this program are al- 
ready in progress. These will involve 
close consultation with other bodies 
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making up the community of the 
College — faculty, students, Board 
of Governors, administration, alum- 
ni. 

Priority items on the new Board's 
program include discussions with 
the Board of Governors on this 
body’s role in College decision- 
making and operation. A meeting 
of the Board of Governors has been 
scheduled for September 18, 1969. 
The Chairman of the Board of Gov- 
ernors, The Honourable Mr. Justice 
Paul Casey, has invited Trustees 
to join in this meeting. 

The fifteen-man Board of Trustees 
has, for the first time, brought in 
members from outside the Loyola 
Campus. These include Jesuits who 
are on the teaching staffs of the 
Universities of Toronto and Guelph; 
the Academic Vice-President of St. 
Mary’s University in Halifax; as 
well as two members of the French- 
Canadian Jesuit Province—Father 
lrenee Desrochers, Editor of the 
review RELATIONS; and Father R. 
Picard, Assistant to the French- 
Canadian Vice-Provincial for Edu- 
cation. 

Under the new arrangement, the 
Jesuit Community at Loyola, the 
Loyola High School and the College, 
itself, all become separate corpora- 
tions each with its own governing 
body. To achieve this change which 
was ratified at the three-day meeti- 
ing, it was necessary to modify 
some of the general laws of the 
Society of Jesus. 

In order to begin work on a 
variety of matters currently con- 
fronting the College, the Trustees 
have established standing commit- 
tees and ad hoc committes and set 
policies relating to such wide-rano- 


ing issues as the Board’s own con- 
tinuing composition; discussions be- 
tween Loyola and Sir George Wil- 
liams; the authority of the Board 
and Senate: future policy and plan- 
ning; new appointments to staff. In 
addition to this week’s meeting with 
the Board of Governors, invitations 
have already been sent to the Stu- 
dent Association Executive, the 
Faculty Association and a commit- 
tee of the Alumni Association to 
meet with the Executive Committee 
of the Board of Trustees at an early 
date. A number of committees will 
carry on much of the day-to-day 
work of the Board of Trustees and 
make recommendations to the 
Board or its Executive Committee. 
Standing committees have been 
clearly determined and already there 
are a number of Ad Hoc committees 
formed .. . these Ad Hoc commit- 
tees will be terminated when their 
particular assignment is completed 
and others will undoubtedly be 
added as the need arises. 

The Board of Trustees has speci- 
fied the composition of each of the 
committees and the recommenda- 
tions of the Trustees’ Nominating 
Committee for Trustee membership 
on these committees has already 
been accepted. In the case of com- 
mittees which are to include repre- 
sentatives from faculty, staff and 
students, the Board of Trustees has 
already written to the particular 
groups involved inviting them to 
select their representative accord- 
ing to their individual methods of 
selection.
